AS I have pointed out previously, it is 
the weather that dominates much of a 
colony’s activity. 

Many new beekeepers will no doubt have studied 
their books and will have read that Varroa treatments 
and feeding will all have been completed by now 
and the colonies will be settling down^-eady to face 
the coming winter. 

However, the present mild conditions mean that 
colonies are still very active, brood is still much in 
evidence. Foragers are coming and going as if we 
were in the middle of summer. 

The warm sunny days and the fact that there is 
still some forage out there for the bees is the reason 
for all this activity. Stores within the hive are a must 
if the bees are to meet their daily energy 
requirements. 

I have been feeding colonies for some time now 
and as fast as the feed goes on, it is taken down 
overnight. Will I go on feeding? Yes I will, just as 
long as I have colonies that I judge do require it and.

of course, the mild conditions allow the bees to 
process the liquid feed that I am supplying. 

Once the temperature drops below 9/10 degrees 
centigrade on a regular basis, colony activity will 
slow down and we can assume that winter is 
beginning to take hold. 

Trying to feed a colony then will be a waste of 
time. The bees will not be able to, or be inclined to 
process any foodstuffs that are offered. 

It has certainly been a season of variety! 
Swarming has occurred, new Queens as a result of 
the swarming have not been successfully mated and 
if you have not had access to a mated Queen as a 
replacement, the uniting with a colony that is 
functioning is an option (assuming you know how to 
do it). 

The lack of equipment on the part of several 
beekeepers has limited their options and colony loss 
has been the end result. Wasps have certainly shown 
up this year and colony loss has occurred due to their 
activities. 

However, the beekeeper must persevere and as 
ever be optimistic about the new season to come. 
The preservation of the bees, and indeed all insects, 
is of serious concern for our welfare. 

I have read and do realise that humans as a species 
have the ability to change the planet and we are 
doing it. Just consider for a moment, when was the 
last time you had to spend time cleaning dead insects 
from the bodywork of your car!

The idea of the sale of 
souvenirs to help raise 
funds took a huge step 
forward with the 
opening of the new, 
larger, purpose-built 
RNLI station in 1996, 
when Irene’s dream was 
helped with the 
incorporation of a shop. 
Irene set up and looked 


after the rota of 
volunteers who were 
now able to man the 
shop in all weathers and, 
of course, display a far 
wider range of RNLI 
souvenirs. 

Lifeboat operation 
manager, Philip Mis sen 
MBE said: “Irene’s 
original idea was 
supported by her 
husband John who at 
that time was lifeboat 
honorary secretary at 
Porthcawl. Over the 
years our shop has been 
one of the RNLI’s most 
successful, and has 
raised several hundred 
thousand pounds and all 
through bringing that 
holiday idea back to 
Porthcawl.” 

John Abraham, 
chairman of Porthcawl 
RNLI added: “Irene’s 
contribution to our 
charity did not just 
include the shop, she has 
spent many hours 
organising and showing 
people around on 
educational visits to the 
station. 

“She supported her 
husband John throughout 
his period of being in 
charge of operations for 
10 years spanning the 
mid 80s and 90s, and 
also served on the 
station fundraising 
committee for many 
years.

Parc Slip nature reserve celebrates... 

Former Tondu coal 
mine site scoops 
biodiversity award 


PARC SLIP nature reserve, 
owned and managed by the 
Wildlife Trust of South and 
West Wales, has fought off 
competition from across 
Britain to become the national 
winner of Biffa Award’s 
Rebuilding Biodiversity 
project of the year prize. 

The Trust has managed the reserve 
in Tondu, near Bridgend, since 1989. 
Formerly an opencast coal mine, the 
site has been transformed back to a 
wildlife haven that supports one of the 
few remaining breeding populations 
of lapwing in south Wales, as well as 
locally important populations of 
reptiles, dragonflies and damselflies. 

In 2012, The Wildlife Trust 
received funding to do wildlife 
conservation work at the site from 
Biffa Award. Over the following three 
years. Wildlife Trust staff and 
volunteers have undertaken habitat 


improvements for Lapwing, created 
new arable crops to provide winter 
food for birds like Goldfinches and 
Yellowhammers, and introduced three 
much-loved highland cattle to the site 
to help manage the grasslands better 
for wildlife. 

Rob Parry, conservation manager, 
who accepted the award on behalf of 
the Wildlife Trust at a national 
ceremony in Coventry recently said: 
“We’re absolutely delighted that Parc 
Slip has been awarded this prize. Our 
staff and volunteers have worked 
incredibly hard to make the nature 
reserve the best place for wildlife it 
can be. 

“We’ve had brilliant feedback from 
all our visitors who walk the reserve 
and who have seen the changes that 
we’ve made on the site. We’re 
incredibly grateful to Biffa Award for 
the difference their funding has 
made.”

He added: “The prize money of 
£1,500 will be invested back into Parc 
Slip. We intend to put it towards the 
costs of building a new bird hide so 
that visitors can enjoy the site even 
more, and help us monitor the wildlife 
that uses the nature reserve.” 

Parc Slip nature reserve and visitor 
centre can be found by following signs 
from junction 36 from the M4. The 
nature reserve is open seven days a 
week and the visitor centre open from 
Tuesday-Sunday (10am-4pm).

THE CURRENT BCBC Mayor and 
Mayoress, Conn Richard and Mrs 
Annette Young visited former Mayor 
Mr William Henry ‘Bill’ Burt MBE 
on October 6 at Bryn y Cae 
Residential Home, Brackla. 

During the visit, Coun Young presented a 
portrait, that used to hang in the old Ogwr 
Offices, of Bill when appointed Mayor in 1986 
and also a mug that Bill presented to personnel 
during his year in office. 

Coun Young gave a short speech on Bill’s 
achievements during his public life in politics. He 
served as a community councillor for 45 years 
from 1963 until he retired aged 87 in 2008. He 
was voted chairman on five consecutive occasions 
during this time. 

Bill was voted onto Ogwr Borough Council in 
1973 and enjoyed 26 years’ continuous service, 
including the transition to Bridgend County 
Borough Council, before retiring in 1999 aged 78. 

During that time. Bill served on six committees 
and was chairman of education and leisure for 11 
years. 

As a councillor. Bill was co-opted on to the 
Board of Governors of three schools within his 
Ynysawdre constituency - Brynmenyn Primary 
School, Archbishop McGrath and Ynysawdre 
Comprehensive School. 

He served for 36 years on the Board of 
Governors of Ynysawdre, from 1972 until retiring 
in 2008 aged 87. He was chairman of the Board 
of Governors for the last 26 years of his time 
there. 

Following his retirement, Ynysawdre School 
nominated Bill for the Queen’s Honours list for 
service to education and the community. This 
resulted in Bill being awarded the MBE in 2010. 

With the formalities out of the way, there 
ensued a very enjoyable 90 minutes of relaxed 
conversation between the current Mayor and 
Mayoress and Bill and his family, son Adrian, 
daughter Angela, granddaughter Nicola and 


daughter-in-law Beth. 

Bill recounted his year in office when he and 
his wife Mavis were present when Princess Diana 
officially opened the Princess of Wales Hospital. 

Bill’s Mayor’s Charity that year was dedicated 
to raising £49,000 which was presented to the 
hospital to purchase a mammogram machine. 

It gave Bill great pleasure that year to officially 
open Bryngarw Park within his own constituency. 
He also opened the then new Civic Offices. 

Bill was also fortunate to visit Bridgend’s twin 
town Langennau in Germany and stay with the 
Burgermaster and reciprocate a visit by the 
Burgermaster to Bridgend. He also attended a 
garden party with the Queen at Buckingham 
Palace. 

He and his wife, the Mayoress Mavis, attended 
many functions during that year - mainly 
fundraising for his charity. His chauffeur Dilwyn 
told him they covered 18,000 miles that year. 

Bill is very conscious and appreciative of the 
support his now deceased wife Mavis gave him 
throughout his political life. 

He and his family were also very lucky to meet 
many stars of the entertainment world during his 
term in office, including Ken Dodd, Max Boyce, 
the Searchers and to the amusement of the current 
Mayor, the Krankies. 

Bill was also fortunate to meet Nelson Mandela 
and was invited by Desmond Tutu to sit alongside 
him at a function. 

Mayor Richard Young recounted serving on 
committees during the early years of his political 
career as Bill was a senior councillor. He 
humorously recalled on one occasion when he 
dared to talk during one of Bill’s addresses and 
how Bill had told him to shut up. 

Bill’s family would like to thank Bryn y Cae 
for providing a meeting room and light 
refreshments for the occasion and to the Mayor 
and Mayoress for coming along. He would dearly 
love any old associates to pay him a visit at Bryn 
y Cae and relive their memories.

The six things that 
need to be done to 
raise the profile and

M uch has been said this week 
about the number of empty 
shops in Bridgend and what 
needs to be done for the town centre, 
so this week I thought I would share 
some thoughts on what I think needs 
to be done. 

1. Give people a reason to visit the town 
centre. Why should people go there unless it 
has something different to offer? It means 
that the traders need to sign up to a common 
vision for the town centre that looks forward 
not back to the way things used to be. 

2. Accept that there are too many shop 
units that will never be filled again because 
they are too small. The supermarkets and 
online trading has taken away much of their 
trade. 

However, there are not enough offices. Why 
not look to convert more from one to the 
other? Then you have more people in the 
town centre during the day, creating the 
footfall for shops and cafes. 

3. Look at opening hours. Where is it 
written that shops have to be open from 9am- 
5.30pm? Most people will never be able to get 
to them in the week, so they will go to the 
supermarkets because they are open later. 

Those hours were designed for a time when 
more people worked in town and fewer 


women were in paid jobs so could shop 
during the day. 

Times have changed. There is a limit to 
what you can ask small retailers to do, but 
what about experimenting with llam-7pm? 

4. Wholesale reintroduction of traffic into 
the town isn’t the answer. When Bridgend 
was open to traffic it was chaos. 

Heavy traffic, widespread illegal parking 
and little room for pedestrians, especially 
those with mobility problems were normal. 

Is there a case though for allowing traffic in 
at specific times of day? I’m not convinced it 
would help but it might be worth a try. 

5. Work on the town’s strengths. A lot of 
money leaks out into the surrounding out of 
town centres and to Cardiff. Bringing more of 
that back will help the town considerably. 

Why not create a virtual shopping centre 
where people can order online from shops in 
town? That creates the interest for people to 
actually come to the shops and browse. 

6. Above all, create a theme for the town; 
Narberth is known for food, Cowbridge for 
luxury goods, Hay-on-Wye for books, 
Carmarthen for its market and small shops. 
We need to think about what Bridgend should 
be. 

So, lots to do, but I think the potential is 
there.

AT the recent competition which took 
place at the City and County of Oxford 
Bowling Club, the British Isle Bowling 
Council hosted the 2015 under-25 
championships between the four home 
nations.

‘Too much concern for travellers - not enough for residents’

A leading Conservative has 
called on the Vale Council to 
drop the “soft approach” to 
travellers who have moved 
on to a local authority car 
park at Nell’s Point, Barry 
Island. 

The claims led a clearly 
exasperated Vale Council Leader 
Neil Moore to emphasise: “We have 
taken the swiftest possible action to 
end this unauthorised occupation 
and will continue to work our way 
through the legal processes that we 
are required to follow as quickly as 
the law allows.” 

The travellers gained access to 
the car park overnight on Thursday, 
October 8 and Eriday morning, 
October 9. 

Later that day the Vale Council 
confirmed: “South Wales Police 
were called to the site soon 
afterwards. Council officers were 
then called to the car park and have 
remained on site since. 

“The car park was locked; 
however when our officers arrived 
at the site on Friday morning the 
main access gate had been damaged 
and one of the hinges broken. 

“To attempt to prevent any 
further unauthorised access, the 
gates are being repaired and 
following this they will remain 
closed with a Vale Council vehicle 
preventing access during the day.” 

Since then, the travellers have 
remained, and can come and go on 
foot - while the car park remains out 


of action for members of the pubhc. 

Ross England, the Conservative 
candidate for the Vale in next May’s 
Welsh Assembly election said the 
Vale Council should take a stronger 
line after the travellers missed a 
deadline of 10am Tuesday, October 
13, to leave the site. 

Mr England told a gathering of 
Island residents that the council 
should be doing “everything 
possible within the law to 
inconvenience the travellers until 
they leave” and called the council’s 
current policy of letting travellers in 
and out of the site 
“counterproductive”. 

He also warned a “soft approach” 
might cause a repeat of the situation 
in Dinas Powys this June when 
travellers camped on the playing 
fields for two weeks. 

He said: “The council should not 
be letting the travellers in and out of 
the site. Once they leave they should 
be barred from coming back in. 

“The council should be doing 
everything they legally can do to 
hasten the departure of these 
trespassers. 

“There is currently too much 
concern for the welfare of the 
trespassers and not enough respect 
for law-abiding residents and 
businesses.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns insisted: 
“The council must take a stronger 
approach than they did in Dinas 
Powys this June to avoid the Vale 
being confirmed as a soft touch 
when it comes to travellers.” 


Ian Bailey, the chairman of the 
Island Residents’ Association, 
organised Tuesday morning’s 
gathering of concerned residents. 

He said: “Nobody has yet been 
charged for the criminal damage 
that was caused when the 
trespassers broke in to the site. If 
you or I caused this damage we 
would be arrested. 

“It is beyond belief that the 
travellers are allowed to come and 
go as they please. Visitors and 
residents aren’t allowed to use the 
car park but an exception is made 
for the trespassers!” 

Plaid councillor Nic Hodges who 
represents Barry Island said that the 
travellers were very unwelcome at a 
time when Barry Island’s reputation 
was in the ascendancy. 

He said: “We are battling to lift 
the town’s economy and much has 
been invested in the Island. There 
has been positive publicity not only 
in Wales but beyond. 

“We talked to the travellers who 
said that they would be gone on 


Thursday. Time will tell. Meanwhile 
visitors are deprived of the use of 
the car park. Many motorists were 
turned away from parking there.” 

On Wednesday, as The GEM was 
going to press, the Vale Council was 
due to attend a court hearing with a 
view to getting the travellers 
removed. 

There is a strict legal process that 
must be followed in the event of the 
occupation of land by gypsy and 
traveller groups. For example, by 
law, in these circumstances a 
council is required to undertake a 
welfare assessment. This 
assessment was carried out by a 
representative of Gypsy and 
Travellers Wales on Saturday. 
‘POLITICAL GAIN’ 

Vale Leader Neil Moore accused 
Mr England and Vale MP Alun 
Cairns of exploiting the issue for 
political gain. 

He said: “According to the MP 
and his Assembly hopeful they have 
contacted the council and have been 
pressing us to do something about 


the travellers on the island. 

“They have done no such thing, 
apart from talking to an officer who 
was already on site when they went 
to the site on Friday. 

“They have simply spearheaded 
a Facebook and Twitter campaign 
making these false claims and done 
nothing more. 

“They have no responsibility but 
have simply stirred things up for 
political gain. They should be 
ashamed of their actions. 

“There have been suggestions 
from certain quarters, and in the 
media, that the council is a soft 
touch and that we were going to 
give the group more time before 
taking action. Such comments are 
mischievous and irresponsible and 
could not be further from the truth. 

“As a matter of ‘fact’, our 
officers, along with the police, were 
on site early on Friday morning 
after the travellers arrived during 
Thursday night. 

“We secured the site and repaired 
any damage caused to the gate and 
prevented any further travellers 
entering the site on Friday morning. 

“The normal legal proceedings 
were then followed and an 
assessment was made of the 
situation and the travellers were 
asked to leave. They were 
subsequently given until 10am 
today (Tuesday) to leave 
voluntarily. 

“They were informed that unless 
they left by that time, legal 
proceedings would be instigated and 


that is exactly what has happened. 
We have carried out the procedures 
to the letter of the law and done so 
as quickly as possible under those 
procedures. 

“Therefore, once the 10am 
deadline expired today (Tuesday, 
October 13) the Vale Council sent 
its legal team to file papers with 
Cardiff Civil Justice Centre to 
request a hearing for possession of 
the land. 

“The travellers have now been 
served a legal notice to leave the 
site. 

“As part of the request to the 
court, the council also successfully 
petitioned the Judge to have the 
hearing brought forward to 
Wednesday, October 14 so that the 
matter can be brought to the swiftest 
possible conclusion. 

“I would emphasise that from the 
moment the council was first alerted 
to this unauthorised encampment 
we have done everything within our 
power to move matters forward as 
fast as possible. 

“All of the preparations for legal 
action were made in advance of the 
10am deadline and as soon as it 
became apparent that the travellers 
were not going to vacate the car 
park, a member of our legal services 
team went immediately to the court 
in Cardiff to file the papers, ” the 
Vale Leader added.

THE First Minister, Carwyn Jones AM, 
officially opened a new workshop in 
Bridgend called ‘Ty Richard Thomas’ 
last Friday, October 9. 

South Wales Police (SWP) and Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) have come together to 
create the new state-of-the-art joint vehicle 
maintenance facility, which is the first collaboration 
of its kind in Wales. 

It has been named after a police sergeant, 

Richard Thomas, who was killed in World War 1. 

As part of the South Wales Police’s Estates 
Review to save money, the police purchased and 
upgraded the building with £2 million capital 
funding. BCBC will share revenue costs over the 
duration of the agreement. 

A spokesman said: “The joint police and council 
facility will reduce costs for both organisations, 
provide fit-for-purpose accommodation and provide 
an enhanced service to customers. 

“It has equipment and facilities comparable to 
any commercial workshop and is located in Brackla 


Industrial Estate in Bridgend.” 

Staff from both organisations will work there and 
the centre will service, repair and MOT all police 
vehicles including police cars, horseboxes, ARVs, 
motorbikes, courier vans, and pool cars. 

It will also service, repair and MOT all council 
vehicles which includes snow ploughs, glitters, 
tippers, ride-on mowers, maintenance vans and 
drain-cleaning vehicles. 

It will also service and MOT the council’s 
customers, which are taxis. 

In total, it will be responsible for: 595 vehicles; 
35 vehicles over 3.5ton; 22 motorcycles; 110 items 
of plant; and 28 MOTs per week. 

Carwyn Jones said: “When we’re all facing 
tough financial decisions and pressure on our 
budgets it’s great to see innovative and 
collaborative working that will not only generate 
savings, but will also improve efficiency and 
services for customers. 

South Wales Police’s Police & Crime 
Commissioner Alun Michael, said: “The facilities at 
the previous SWP depot on the Bridgend ^ 


Headquarters site and the previous BCBC depot at 
Waterton are at best described as outdated and in 
need of replacement. 

“The Joint Vehicle Maintenance Eacility was 
established to improve the facilities for both 
organisations and to provide a single cost-effective 
integrated operation.” 

Coun Hywel Williams, BCBC’s cabinet member 
for communities, said: “By sharing our resources 
with the police, the council is committing to 
meeting the Welsh Government agenda for shared 
services, while reducing the costs of fleet 
maintenance and having better facilities and 
equipment at our disposal.” 

Chief Constable Peter Vaughan of SWP said: “To 
deliver the most cost effective Joint Vehicle 
Maintenance Eacility, we purchased an industrial 
unit at Newlands Avenue, Brackla Industrial Estate, 
Bridgend, and designed and refurbished it 
according to both organisations’ needs. 

“The building, formerly the Eiskars Distribution 
Centre has been named Ty Richard Thomas’ in 
memory of Sergeant Richard (“Dick”) Thomas, a 


Glamorgan Police Sergeant who sadly lost his life 
in World War 1, on July 7, 1916, at Mametz Wood 
on the Somme. 

“Sgt Thomas was a Company Sergeant Major in 
the 16th Battalion, Welsh Regiment from Bridgend 
who played rugby for Bridgend, Mountain Ash and 
at international level for Wales. He was also a 
notable amateur boxer. 

“Sgt Thomas was killed in action at the age of 
36, one of the first casualties leading the company 
into battle, leaving behind a widow and two 
children.” 

Richard Thomas, the grandson of the fallen Sgt 
Richard Thomas said: “I am very pleased and 
grateful for the honour given to my grandfather, on 
behalf of my father David Thomas (who lost his 
Dad when only 18 months old) and the rest of his 
surviving family.” 

As well as naming the building ‘Ty Richard 
Thomas’, the reception area will have a permanent 
display telling the story of Richard Thomas, the 
Battle for Mametz Wood and of other Glamorgan 
Police officers who lost their lives there.

Explore'TKie GEIVI online 
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A PETITION calling for the 
scrapping of pedestrianisation 
in parts of Bridgend town 
centre is being organised by 
Regional AM Suzy Davies and 
supported by Assembly 
candidate George Jabbour. 

Mrs Davies, who is a Welsh 
Conservative, said that it was time for 
a drastic change of policy from 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) following the news that there 
are 80 empty shop premises in the 
town centre. 

She said: “They have persisted with 
pedestrianisation for more than a 
decade despite mounting evidence that 
it has failed. Traders have now called 
for traffic to be allowed back into the 
town to breathe new life into the 
centre. 

“Both I and my Conservative 
colleagues have been campaigning for 
this for several years. Einstein said that 
the definition of insanity is to keep 
doing the same thing but expecting a 
different outcome. 

“People need to be able to reach the 
shops and services they need easily. 
Lears about gridlock, expressed by the 
council in the past, are misplaced 
because there is no through route, so 
only people with business in town will 
drive in. 

“Bridgend has just received another 
tranche of regeneration funding - £5m 
from the Vibrant and Viable Places 
programme. 

“The council must now ensure that 
this scheme really does benefit 
shoppers and traders alike.” 

Her call was echoed by George 


Jabbour who has a background in 
investment and business and is the 
party’s candidate to take on Eirst 
Minister Carwyn Jones at next May’s 
Assembly elections. 

He said: “It is appalling that while 
the UK economy and businesses across 
Britain are thriving, Bridgend town 
centre is seeing the largest proportion 
of closed shops in years. 

“As someone who has started their 
own small business and who has also 
spoken with traders in town since 
becoming the candidate, I fully support 
the campaign by local Conservatives to 
reverse the excessive 

pedestrianisation.” 

Traders chairman Steve Bletsoe said 
that they were calling for the bottom of 
town to be opened up initially, 
allowing traffic to enter via Queen 
Street and then travel through 
Dunraven Place and exit up Market 
Street. Some on-street parking should 
be permitted along this route to allow 
people to visit local shops, banks and 
the post office. 

Suzy Davies added: “The price for 
the council’s failure is being paid by 
businesses who have seen their trade 
fall away. It’s time councillors and 
council officers listened to those who 
pay their wages - the residents of 
Bridgend who want an attractive town 
centre with a choice of shops, and the 
traders themselves.”

Passenger numbers soar at Cardiff 
airport... and ‘more good news expected^ 


CARDIFF Airport 
has seen a big rise 
in passenger 

numbers (21 per 
cent) with over 
25,000 more 

customers flying 
through Wales’ 
national airport in 
September 2015, 
compared to the 
same month in 
2014. 

“This substantial 
level of growth has not 
been seen since 2006 
and is set to continue 
into 2016,” the airport 
reported. 

Travellers were 
taking advantage of an 
increased choice of 
destinations, more 
availability and better 
timings on key routes 
plus airlines offering 


greater value for money 
to fly from Rhoose. 

The total number of 
passengers reached 
150,477 last month, an 
increase of 25,874 from 
124,603 in 2014. 

Routes seeing the 
largest growth are Faro 
- operated by Flybe and 
Thomson; Dublin - 
operated by Aer Lingus 
and Flybe; Edinburgh - 
operated by Flybe; 
Tenerife - operated by 
Ryanair, Thomson and 
Thomas Cook, and 
Reus - operated by 
Thomson and Thomas 
Cook. 

In addition, new 
services to Cork, Milan 
and Munich were 
proving popular with 
both Welsh travellers 
and visitors to Wales. 

Debra Butler, the 
managing director, said:

Lawyers’ association 
opposes court closures 


I F plans go ahead to close 11 
courts across Wales, it 
could cause chaos in the 
remaining courts, as well as 
uncertainty for injured people, 
particularly in our rural areas. 

Where courts are tipped for closure 
in a Government consultation, injured 
people, who are already vulnerable, 
may find they have to travel 
considerably longer distances to have 
their cases heard. 

For a fair and just system to prevail, 
the requirements of all court users 
must be met, but this is not necessarily 
being ensured. 

For example, Welsh speakers will be 
left particularly vulnerable as 
provisions will be reduced. There also 


needs to be consideration for the 
inevitable delays and backlogs for the 
remaining courts left to absorb the 
workload. 

It is difficult to see how, post-cull, 
the court service in Wales can provide 
fair access to justice for all who need 
it. Not all courts are being examined 
and therefore opportunities for costs 
savings elsewhere could be missed. 

The court estate should be reviewed 
in the round and resources must be 
allocated throughout Wales to ensure 
that everyone has equal access to 
justice.

THIS DRUG CARTEL 
THRILLER A TENSE AND 
ENGROSSING EFFORT 


H aving drawn 

plenty of praise for 
his English 

language directorial debut 
Prisoners, Denis 
Villeneuve followed that 
up with the little seen, but 
highly regarded, Enemy. 

This time around, Villeneuve 
tackles the war on drugs in 
thriller Sicario, which sees Emily 
Blunt’s Kate, an FBI agent, 
recruited to join a shadowy 
group who are tasked with 
tracking down a cartel boss in 
Mexico. 

Fed by Josh Brolin’s Matt, 
and with Benicio Del Toro’s 
Alejandro lurking in the 
background, Kate’s morals and 
ideals are tested by the group’s 
relaxed attitude to upholding the 
law... 

Three films into his English- 
language career, and Denis 
Villeneuve is on a hot streak that 
seems hard to stop. His previous 
films have shown an unerring 
ability to create tense, 
atmospheric stories or murky 
moral compasses, with ideals 
pushed to the limit in pursuit of 
achieving a goal. 

Sicario may tread well-worn 
ground in its choice of subject 
matter, but Villeneuve has crafted 
a film that feels fresh, energetic, 
and drips with tension. The film 
asks the questions: Where do you 
draw the line? And to what 
lengths would you go to see 
justice served, even if that justice 
may not fit your definition of the 
term? 

Emily Blunt’s Kate is our eyes 
into this world, her idealism 
noble but, in a world where the 
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villains of the piece are prepared 
to play dirty, perhaps a little too 
well-intentioned. When she 
teams up with Matt and 
Alejandro, their murky moral 
code chafes with her - at what 
price to get the job done? 

It’s this constant pull back and 
forth that grounds the film’s 
story, as ‘reveals’ slyly pull the 
audience one way then another. 

This appears to be 
Villeneuve’s stock-in trade, 
playing with people’s ethics and 
ideals and stripping them back, 
and he teams this with a 
wonderful eye - the film looks 
gorgeous, shot with incredible 
scope and ambition, in particular, 
a convoy sequence that slowly 
ramps up the tension. 

Also, a ‘third act’ raid shot 
mainly in night and heat vision 
could have been gimmicky, but 


instead just adds to the drama on 
show. 

The cast are uniformly 
excellent; Emily Blunt may have 
played her fair share of hardened 
characters recently, but here she 
shows a vulnerability, capable of 
getting her hands dirty, but more 
concerned with doing the right 
thin. The chemistry she shares 
with Josh Brolin’s Matt is strong, 
the actor playing to type as a 
strong, at-any-costs character, as 
is the chemistry with Benicio Del 
Toro’s Alejandro, the film’s 
trump card performance-wise. 

Quiet, brooding and with more 
than a few secrets hiding behind 
his furrowed brow, Del Toro is 
mesmeric in a role that builds as 
the film progresses, and is easily 
his best performance in quite a 
while. 

It’s a pretty dense offering 
with very little light, Villeneuve 
focused on creating a mood that 
doesn’t allow for levity, while 
sometimes he places atmosphere 
over pace, but these are scraping 
the barrel for faults in what is a 
taut and tense piece of work - 
Sicario is absolutely sensational. 

VERDICT: Another excellent 
piece of work from Denis 
Villeneuve - it may even be his 
best yet - Sicario dips its toe into 
murky waters and tells a story of 
the corrosion of ideals and 
morals in order to stop bad 
things happening. The cast are 
superb, and Villeneuve’s 
direction oozes tension, in what 
is one of the films of the year so 
far. Essential viewing.

IAIN SINCLAIR, author of 
Downriver, Lights Out for the 
Territory and Rodinsky’s 
Room, returned to the 
landscape of his youth, the 
Gower, for his new book Black 
Apples of Gower, and 
rediscovered it through the 
poetry of Dylan Thomas, 
Vernon Watkins and the 
paintings of Ceri Richards. 

The Welsh-bom author will be in 
Cardiff to discuss his book at a free 
event in the Reardon Smith Lecture 
Theatre at National Museum on 
Monday, October 19 at 6.30pm 
(doors open 6pm). 

Hosted in partnership by 
Amgueddfa Cymru - National 
Museum Wales and Cardiff 
University’s School of English, 
Communication and Philosophy, Iain 
Sinclair will be discussing his book 
Black Apples of Gower: Stone- 
Footing in Memory Fields in 
conversation with Professor Damian 
Walford Davies. 

An enigmatic series of paintings 
by Ceri Richards, based on the theme 
of the ‘Black Apple of Gower’, is the 
provocation for Iain Sinclair’s return 
to the landscape of his childhood and 
youth. 

Best-known for his journeys 
through London or the 
circumnavigations of the M25, here 
we find him digging into memory 
files to realise that a series of walks 
over the same ground. Port Eynon 
Point to Worm’s Head, become 
bookmarks for the significant stages 
in his life. 

Recollections of a meeting with 
the poet of place, Vernon Watkins, 
focus attention on legends of the 
rocks. 

And on the mythology of the 
eternal return: the dead and the 


drowned as unfulfilled witnesses. 

Through expeditions over cliffs 
and elemental wave-cut pavements, 
Sinclair comes to realise that the 
defining quest is for access to the 
Paviland Cave, where the Reverend 
William Buckland ‘discovered’ the 
bones of the Red Lady. 

Who, as it turned out, was no lady 
but a young man put to ground 
36,000 years ago - the first recorded 
ritual burial in these islands. All the 
threads of the story knot within this 
potent and still mysterious cavern. 

Poet, literary geographer and Chair 
of Literature Wales, Damian Walford 
Davies adds: “It's a pleasure to 
welcome the distinguished author 
Iain Sinclair to Cardiff to discuss his 
excavation of the layered Welsh 
ground of his imagination.”

Wales’ only truly regional male choir was formed 
in 1982 to undertake a tour of the Eastern USA 
as a result of Welsh-American promoters 
witnessing a Royal Albert Hall ‘1,000 Voices’ 
Concert. Performing with leading Symphony 
orchestras under the baton of the BBC’s Alun 
John, the 510 strong choir received rave reviews 
following 7 concerts in Pittsburgh, Baltimore, 
Washington, New York and Buffalo. 

Since then a further 19 Tours have taken place 
- USA and Canada with 3 each plus France, 
Gibraltar, Eastern Europe, Australia, together 
with no fewer than 7 Commemorative Tours to 
the WWI and WWII Battlefields of Flanders and 
Normandy. Performing often before Royalty, 
Government Leaders and more importantly 
Veterans, the choir has even travelled as far as 
Monaco for a one-off concert in the International 
Sporting Club, Monaco and cruised the Baltic 
with shore based concerts in Russia, Estonia, 
and Norway - next year it’s the Norwegian 
Fjords! 

A regular concert programme in the UK has 
been maintained since the late ‘80s - St. Davids 
Day Celebration Concerts, Annual Concerts 
sponsored by Texaco in St. David’s Hall, Cardiff 
or Brangwyn Hall, Swansea, plus pilgrimages 
starting in 1987 to St. David’s Cathedral, 
Pembrokeshire, 29 ‘Summer Concert’s to date. 
(There was no concert last year as CMDC was 
in Flanders honouring the memory of the British 
Expeditionary Force and their sacrifice 100 
years ago.)

Alun John was followed 
by John Samuel and Alec Brooks, with a major 
change coming about with the appointment of 
Haydn James in 1999 - no music copies on 
stage - meaning the quality of performance 


improved even more! D. Eifion Thomas 
further enhanced Haydn’s direction to the 
point that when the first lady Musical Director 
of CMDC, Elaine Robins took over, the choir 
was enjoying its music more and more. 
Competition success came about under 
Elaine’s guidance and amazingly, piano 
accompaniment has remained through the 
choirs history with a Ferndale ‘Davies’ - 
originally the late Bryan and since 1993 with 
daughter Sian. Today the Music Team has 
been enlarged to include Deputy 
Accompanist Juliet Rossiter and Cardiff 
Group Conductor Jo Herco-Thomas acting 
as Deputy to Elaine Robins. 

Jo and the Cardiff Rehearsal Group is ably 
supported at the piano by Karen Sampson 
and they are very keen to increase CMDC 
membership in their area. Fairwater 
Conservative Club provides an excellent 
venue with plenty of car-parking and easy 
access for their regular Tuesday evening 
rehearsals, with choristers travelling in from 
not just Cardiff but also as far as Bristol in the 
east and the Vale in the west. Every three 
weeks all the practice groups - Cardiff, 
Resolven, Towy Valley, Narberth and the 
‘exiles’ in Wantage meet for a full choir 
rehearsal on a Sunday in Cwmavon 
Community Centre - with all choristers well 
looked after by the Ladies of Support Group! 

New members will be assured of a big 
welcome and providing a high degree of 
choral and stage discipline is maintained, 
then years of comradeship can lie ahead. 
Some stalwarts have sung with The South 
Wales Male Choir since America in 1983 and 
they are still going strong! Founding piano 
accompanist Bryan Davies said “Music is a 
serious business, but it’s got to be fun”.

R OSPA - the 
Royal 
Society for 
the Prevention of 
Accidents - 

campaigns for 
safety on our roads. 
The society 

emphasises that 
driving during the 
winter months 
should involve 
proper preparation 
of your vehicle. 

A spokesman 

explained: “Driving in 
the winter is very 
different from other 
times of the year. 

“Adverse weather and 
longer periods of 
darkness, especially after 
the clocks go back at the 
end of October, makes 
driving more hazardous. 

“Sometimes 
conditions can be 
extreme. This means that 
we need to adapt the way 
we drive. Different 
weather conditions 


create different hazards 
throughout the winter 
and in different areas of 
the country at different 
times. 

“A single journey may 
take us into very 
different weather, road 
and traffic conditions, so 
we need to be prepared 
for each one.” 

He stressed: is a 

good idea to have your 
vehicle fully serviced 
before winter starts and 
have the anti-freeze 
tested.” 

What are the main 
things you need to have 
checked before the onset 
of adverse weather 
conditions? 

You should ensure 
that: 

Lights are clean and 
working. 

Battery is fully 
charged. 

Windscreen, wiper 
blades and other 
windows are clean and 
the washer bottle filled 
with screen wash. 


Tyre condition is good, 
the tread depth and 
pressure meet legal 
requirements (and that 
includes the spare!). 

Brakes are working 
well. 

Fluids are kept topped 
up, especially 

windscreen wash (to the 
correct concentration to 
prevent it freezing), anti¬ 
freeze and oil. 

PREPARE YOUR 
JOURNEY 

The spokesman said 
that if a motorist was 
undertaking a long 
journey, being prepared 
was essential. 

“Listen to local or 
national weather 

broadcasts and travel 
bulletins - especially for 
the areas you will be 
driving through. 

“As conditions can 
change rapidly, check 
them regularly and be 
prepared to change your 
plans if conditions on 
your route worsen. 

“If conditions are very 


bad, and the emergency 
services are 

recommending that 
people don't travel, then 
avoid making your 
journey unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 

“Can you postpone 
your trip? Can you travel 
by other means, or avoid 
the need for the journey 
completely by using the 
phone or email? 


“Of course, what's 
‘essential’ for one person 
may not be to another; 
we each have to make 
our own decisions 
according to our 
circumstances. 

“But, try to be realistic 
about which journeys are 
essential and which ones 
could be postponed.

If you decide you 
really must travel: 

• Let someone 

know where you are 
going and what time you 
hope to arrive, so that 
they can raise the alarm 
if you get into 
difficulties. 

• Plan alternative 

routes in case your main 

choice of route becomes 
impassable. 

• Keep your fuel 

tank near to full to ensure 
that you do not run out. 

• Make sure you 

have a fully-charged 
mobile phone, so you can 
call for help or alert 
someone if you’re 
delayed - it could be a 
long walk to a phone, if 
you don’t have a mobile 
phone. 

• If you don’t have 

an emergency kit in your 
vehicle, at least take 
extra warm clothes, 
boots and a torch. 
Consider keeping a 
couple of long-life 
energy bars in the glove 
box. 

• Clear your 

windows and mirrors 
completely of snow and 
ice before you set off 
(make sure the heater is 
blowing warm air before 
setting off - it will keep 
your windscreen clear.) 

Prepare yourself 

The ROSPA 

spokesman said most 
people have little 
experience of driving in 
extreme conditions, such 
as snow, so the 
organisation advised 
people to take some time 
to consider how it affects 
their driving. 

He urged: “Don’t just 
drive as normal. When 
was the last time you had 
any driver assessment or 
training? This is an ideal 
time for some refresher 
training. If your 
employer provides driver 
training, take advantage 
of it. 

“Or you can contact 
the RoSPA Advanced 
Drivers and Riders group 
in your area. To find out 
which is the nearest to 
you, go to 

www.roadar.org. 

“A lot of us will catch 
colds or other illnesses 
during the winter. 

“If you’re feeling so 
ill that your driving 
might be affected, don’t 
take the chance of 
driving.” 

DRIVING IN 
SNOW OR ICE 

If you find yourself 
driving in snow, or on icy 
or snow covered roads, 
ROSPA says you must 
adapt your driving to the 
conditions. 


The spokesman 
advised: “Reduce your 
speed. The chances of 
skidding are much 
greater and your 
stopping distance will 
increase massively. 

“Only travel at a speed 
at which you can stop 
within the distance you 
can see to be clear. 

“Speed limits are the 
maximum in ideal 
conditions; in difficult 
conditions, they can 
often be too fast. 

“Avoid harsh braking 
and acceleration, or 
sharp steering. 

“Always reduce your 
speed smoothly and in 
plenty of time on 
slippery surfaces. 

“Slow down in plenty 
of time before bends and 
comers. 

“Braking on an icy or 
snow-covered bend is 
extremely dangerous. 
The centrifugal force 
will continue to pull you 
outwards and the wheels 
will not grip very well. 
This could cause your 
vehicle to spin. 

“To brake on ice and 
snow without locking 
your wheels, get into a 
low gear earlier than 
normal, allow your speed 
to fall, and use your 
brakes gently. 

“Increase the gap 
between you and the 
vehicle in front. You may 
need up to TEN TIMES 
the normal distance for 
braking. 

“Keep your vehicle 
well-ventilated. The car 
heater turned up full can 
quickly make you 
drowsy. 

“In snow, stop 
frequently to clean the 
windows, wheel arches, 
lights and number plates. 

“Visibility will 
probably be reduced, so 
use dipped headlights. 

“During wintry 
weather, road surfaces 
are often wet and/or 
covered in frost and ice 
or snow. But this does 
not occur uniformly. 

“A road will often 
have isolated patches of 
frost or ice after most of 
the road has thawed - 
this commonly occurs 
under bridges.” 

Getting stuck in snow 
is a motorist’s worst 
nightmare, so what 
should you do? 

The spokesman said: 
“If you get stuck in snow 
revving your engine to 
try to power out of the 
rut will just make the mt 
worse. 

“Instead, move your 
vehicle slowly 

backwards and forwards 


out of the mt using the 
highest gear you can. 

“If this doesn’t work, 
you may have to ask a 
friendly passerby for a 
push or get your shovel 
out. 

The spokesman 
continued: “If you get 
caught in a snow drift, 
don’t leave your vehicle. 
Call your breakdown 
service or the emergency 
services and let help 
come to you.” 

Rain reduces a 
motorisfs ability to see 
and greatly increases 
the distance required to 
slow down and stop. 

The spokesman said: 
“Remember that you will 
need about twice your 
normal braking distance. 

“Use windscreen 
wipers, washers and 
dipped headlights; drive 
smoothly, and plan your 
moves in plenty of time 

The spokesman 
added: “Aquaplaning is 
caused by driving too 
fast into surface water. 
When the tyre tread 
cannot channel away 
enough water, the tyres 
lose contact with the 
road and your car will 
float on a wedge of 
water. 

“Aquaplaning can be 
avoided by reducing 
speed in wet conditions. 

“Having the correct 
tyre pressure and tyre 
tread depth will 
maximise your tyres’ 
ability to maintain their 
road grip. 

“If it happens, ease off 
the accelerator and 
brakes until your speed 
drops sufficiently for the 
car tyres to make contact 
with the road again. 


FLOODED 

ROADS 

How should you tackle 
roads where flooding has 
taken place? 

The top tips are: 

Avoid the deepest 
water - which is usually 
near the kerb. 

Don’t attempt to cross 
if the water seems too 
deep. 

If you are not sure of 
the water’s depth, look 
for an alternative route. 

If you decide to risk it, 
drive slowly in first gear 
but keep the engine 
speed high by slipping 
the clutch - this will stop 
you from stalling. 

Be aware of the bow 
wave from approaching 
vehicles - operate an 
informal ‘give way’ with 
approaching vehicles. 

Remember to test your 
brakes when you are 
through the flood. 

FOG 

Avoid driving in fog, 
unless your journey is 
absolutely necessary. 

Eog is one of the most 
dangerous weather 
conditions. 

An accident involving 
one vehicle can quickly 
involve many others, 
especially if they are 
driving too close to one 
another.

Jenner Park 3G due to 
be finished in a month 


THE new 3G pitch at Jenner 
Park in Barry saw its first 
sporting action last week when 
Conn Gwyn John, the Vale 
Council cabinet member for 
leisure, and Jane Hutt AM, 
visited to take a look at the 
work in progress. 

The pitch at Jenner Park, which is 
due to be completed within the next 
month, will provide a first class facility 
for players at all levels of the game to 
use. 

Coun John said: “The previous 
arrangements for managing Jenner Park 
were simply not sustainable in the 


current financial climate. With the cuts 
being imposed by MPs in Westminster 
biting deeper and deeper we could not 
continue to spend a six figure sum each 
year on maintaining the stadium. 

“The easy decision would have been 
to simply close the doors to Jenner Park 
for good. Thankfully for all of those that 
value sport, the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council had the vision to develop a 
better facility and new way of managing 
it that will ensure this historic ground is 
used for generations to come. 

“As promised, we have retained the 
running track and we will shortly be 
refurbishing the athletics jumping areas 
to ensure that the stadium’s athletics 
facilities are of a high standard. Council 


officers are also examining alternative 
sites within the Vale for throwing 
events. ” 

Also present was Barry Town United 
AFC manager Gavin Chesterfield who 
welcomed the new facility saying: “I am 
lucky enough to have managed this 
great club for many years and so I have 
been able to experience playing football 
in this fantastic stadium every other 
week. 

“What really excites me about this 
project is that so many others from 
across the community will now be able 
to enjoy the feeling of running out here. 
I’m sure that just like my players, they 
cannot wait.

AFTER two games on the road and six 
points to show for their travails, Penarth’s 
First XI finally returned home for their 
first league game in Penarth for many a 
year. 

Looking to build on their strong start and turn 
their new pitch into a fortress, the home team could 
not have wished for sterner opposition as they 
welcomed a strong Swansea City side yet to concede 
a goal in competition this season. 

After a cagey opening, it was Penarth who 
appeared to be getting a foothold in the game, only 
for Swansea to break the deadlock against the run of 
play. An unfortunate deflection caught the home 
defence wrong-footed and left a Swansea striker 
one-on-one with goalkeeper Mark Harris before 
calmly finishing from close range.

It seemed only a matter of time 
before Laith El-Khatib would find the back of the 
net, but he was thwarted time and again by an 
excellent Swansea keeper. One such save parried the 
ball to a Swansea defender and, two passes later, the 
ball was in the back of the Penarth goal to leave the 
Bears stunned on the stroke of half-time. 

After some inspirational words from player- 
coach Ben Croxall, the home side came out fighting, 
and levelled the scores almost immediately with 
Baker again the provider, this time keeping it in the 
family as he found older brother Rich unmarked to 
add a goal to his ‘man of the match’ performance. 

Swansea refused to give into mounting pressure, 
however, and remained a constant threat before their 
perseverance paid off with another goal on the 
counter attack.

LIKE the Firsts, Penarth’s Second XI also played 
their first league game at their new home and, 
having turned out to watch the senior side’s 
winning performance, were determined to follow 
suit and build on their opening victory against 
Llanishen and Caerphilly.

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WELSH GRIT NOT ENOUGH TO 
BREAK DOWN AUSSIE WALL 

Pool top spot battle may have been lost, but 
the war is still there to be won, writes Don John 


QUOTE; “England hold all the 
aces.. J honestly think we have a 
huge chance.. Australia always 
beat Wales - and hold no fears 
for them ...as Australia won’t 
for England”. 

Sir Clive Woodward’s confident 
Pool A forecast was made before 
England’s crushing defeat by 
Australia (and the earlier loss to 
Wales) that saw the host nation 
ejected from the Rugby World Cup 
before the business end of the global 
tournament begins. 

As events transpired, the home 
team did have plenty of cause to fear 
the men from Oz; though the former 
England chief may well think his 
assertion that ''Australia always beat 
Wales’’ was vindicated by Saturday’s 
15-6 result at Twickenham - 
Australia’s 11th successive win over 
Warren Gatland’s injury-hit squad.. 

If so, it does scant justice to a 
highly-competitive effort by a much 
depleted Welsh team that has been 
racked by injuries throughout the so- 
called 'group of death’, and showed 
six changes - with players again 
having to perform out of position 
against a hugely impressive Wallaby 
side that demolished the English 
challenge up front - and many view 
as co-favourites for the Webb Ellis 
trophy, alongside New Zealand. 

Both teams, of course, were free of 
the pressure of qualification, having 
already made it out of Pool A and 
into the quarter finals, but were 
nevertheless keen to claim the top 
spot in the group and with it a 
relatively easier passage to the World 


Cup final on October 31. 

That route will now be taken by 
Australia, who line up against the 
Scots on Sunday, while Wales, whose 
woes continue with Liam Williams 
now out of the campaign with a foot 
injury, have a tougher assignment 
against South Africa on Saturday. 

Mind you it could, and arguably 
should, have been the other way 
round - for head coach Gatland’s 
reshuffled line-up, showing six 
changes from the win over Fiji in 
Cardiff the previous week, put up a 
powerful showing that for much of 
the game had the Wallabies on the 
rack, particularly when the latter 
were reduced to 13 men with two sent 
to the sin bin in the second half. 

Despite a massive, all-out physical 
onslaught, Wales failed to take 
advantage of a priceless opportunity 
to put points on the board - 
altogether, the obdurate Oz defence 
held out under an unrelenting siege 
on three occasions when the men in 
red appeared to be over the line, but 
were unable to secure the vital 
touchdown. 

In a try-less game that was decided 
by penalty kicks (two by outside half 
Dan Biggar, five by his opposite 
number, Bernard Foley), Wales 
created other chances but, sadly, 
failed to finish them off. 

Gatland himself admitted: 
^Australia did a great job of 
defending. That is something we need 
to be critical of and look at ourselves, 
but we have to give them credit for a 
stoic defence, they put their bodies on 
the line. 

"But we are proud of our group, 
too - it’s just very tight margins at this 


level - we got over the line three times 
and were held up. It was a really tight, 
close test match and there was not 
much difference between the two 
sides.” 

Few would argue with that frank 
assessment, for in a no-holds-barred, 
defence-dominated clash, Wales 
proved equal to the task. They can 
also take away a number of other 
positives from another courageous 
display, including an improved set- 
piece - all the more remarkable given 
the persistent ill luck that has 
deprived them of so many first choice 
players which has disrupted and 
threatened progress all through the 
tournament 

It may well be true, as Graham 
Henry recently observed, that Welsh 
attack play can be open to question, 
yielding a surprisingly low try count, 
given the undoubted quality of a 
genuinely world-class three-quarter 
line - but that is a discussion for 
another day. 

For now, we can only marvel at the 
fact that despite all the setbacks, this 
heroic Wales camp have fought their 
way out of the "pool of hell”, as 
Gatland has called it - and, against 
all the odds, are through to the 
quarter finals of the Rugby World 
Cup - no mean achievement when 
others far less affected have fallen by 
the wayside. 

Who is to say that the team will not 
put the disappointing loss to Australia 
behind them, overcome the challenge 
of South Africa at Twickenham on 
Saturday (they’ve done it before), and 
proceed to the semi-finals? 

..AND THEN, WHO KNOWS? 
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
